with Liquid Wax 


When did you get the label off the ground7 

Well, Liquid Wax was started in November 
'92. but I did start making records in ’89. I 
just used to release them with only the artist s 
name and contact number as info. 

Where did the name come from? 


The name came from our first release 
which was Liquid Aliens. 

What records have you released to date? 

Ah! Too many to mention, but here are a 
few: Liquid Aliens, Kid Twist, Summers Her, 
Bass-ic Instinct, Ment A Bass, Underworld. To 
be coming soon: The Nu Groove (Hype Remix), 
the Atmosphere Remix. 

Do you produce all the tracks on Liquid Wax7 


Nd not all of them! Different artists use 
different studios, but I do most of my stuff 
with Jack Smooth and Aphrodite (aka Urban 
Shakedown). 


WliBt plans have liquid Wax for the future7 

At the moment we are getting a catalogue 
together and I am in talks with some artists 
like DJ Hype, LTJ Bukem. and Andy C about 
remixes. Obviously the tune to be remixed has 
to suit the remix artist. 

Is there anyone eke involved with the label? 

There are a few people involved, but not 
directly. Arthur. Phil, Lance at Vinyl 
Distribution, and Martin, Rochelle. Nicky and 
Steve from Jumpstart and CBA are involved to 
an extent as they distribute and help with 
other things. Without their help things would 
be a hell of a lot more difficult. Thanks a lot 


Do you have anything to do with any other 
labels? 


Yes. I'm involved in a handful of other 
labels, but their sole purpose is to release 
stuff and keep it anonymous. 
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How did you get involved with production? 

In ’89-89 I knew DJ Face well and he was 
always in the studio making tunes which 
inspired me to make a record. The rest is 
history. 

Do you go for any set style with the tracks on 
your label? 

We try to please everybody. The tunes have to 
have something that appeals. The preferred 
style is an ambient feel with a nice vocal and 
some intelligent drum and bass, but we have 
indulged into other areas. To have a ragga 
influenced track I would ask for the experience 
of DJ Hype, as I feel he's leading the way in that 
field. 


What has been the most successful release 
date? 


That has to be the Atmosphere, but joint 
second is Summer's Here and Ment 4 Bass. But 
I feel that the Nu Groove is going to be big so 
watch out for it. 


What other labels do you think are producing 
good music? 

Good Looking Records are producing the best 
music - yes music - Dut there. You can tell that 
their tracks weren't made in 4 hours. They put 
effort into their music and they are the ones 
who will make people sit back, listen and realise 
that they have to take our music seriously. 
Another label is AXIS. Axis bring the old Detroit 
Techno feeling to today's intelligent drum and 
bass. This is a label for the future. PP9 is 
another label which is of good quality. The best 
ragga influenced label is Ganja records.

Yes, if anybody sees Fabio tell him to call me. 
Thanks.
